g0, the strikers claim that tiey will
not use violence (o keep anyone from
going in the mill to work but will
meet them on the road and try to per-
soade them not to work.

Yesterday afternoon at just after 6
o'clock whaen Mr. Hen Gaines, who
has been.helping tlg shipping force
for the days, came out of the mill,
he was met on {1e publlec highway by
about 50 ladies who arc employed by
the mill. They surrounded Mr.
Guaipes and talked to him fully an
half hour trylng to get him not to go
back to the mill to work. Finally, he
consented to stay out.

Mr. Gaines does not work in the
mill regularly and went in on Thurs-
day morning to assist in the shipping
department. It was thought that the
ladies could have more weight in per-
suading him than tne men, and’ there-
fore, they tried their hand, which was
successfiul.

The reporter of The Intelligencer
went over to the mill yvesterday af-
ternoon and found that several hun-
dred were grouped about the grounds
but they were very orderly at that
thme, He talked with the chairman of
the committes in charge of the strike
and was told that no violence would
be resorted to. He was told that the
manner in which they were trying to
get ofiers from working in the mill
was legitimate and that they thought
that it was perrecny right for them to
do that.
